Bavaria of an impending re­ 
volt are being treated with consider­ 
able skepticism in the Capital, as such 
reports have recurred periodically. 
A group of reactionaries 
calling 
themselves 
National 
Socialists 
evidently 
has 
been fired by the 
success of the Fascist! movement in 
Italy. 
It is 
doubtful 
whether the 
National Socialists enjrV any support 
from 
the chief political 
parties of 
Bavaria, in spite of reiterated asser­ 
tions these parties are favorable to 
the restoration of the Monarchy. 
Another aspect is presented by the 
Munich correspondent of the Zwoclf- 
Uhr Blatt, who says the national So­ 
cialists are beginning to don uniforms 


consisting of a tam o’ shanter, grey 
blouse, and black, white and red arm 
bpnds, bearing an anti-Semetic swast­ 
ika.
